The cliffs are wonderful, and we ought | 
to have them for Pine Canyon. One walks 
about 4 miles along the historic Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal, now-a National Perk 
waye The trees are so tall and heavy 
that the hile is shaded all the way. 
The cliffs.are right on the Fotomac-~ 
about 50 to ot feet in height, at an 
angle of 50° to 90°, and of a nice hard 
eneiss with lots of chimneys, cracks, 
faces, ete. While they are not very 
high, they extend far quite a way along 
the river, thus penaitting excellent 
om Man rope ‘work in traversing requiring 
a couple of hours of glimbing. Best of 
all, they are heavily shaded by huge 
onke, maples, end beeches, and the river 
furnishes swimming for all who wish 
(and sometimes those who don't! ).

California canners stand on the thresh- 
hold of the most critical season in / 
their history. Our sovernment has asked 
us to prepare a record pack of fruits 
and vegetables, The largest portion of 
this food is for our Army, Navy, ilarines 
and other war agencies. What remains 
will be for civilian consumption. 

We are aware of the manpower shortage 
in this areae to industry has been more 
seriously affected than ours. lost of 
the men and women upon whom the industry 
formerly depended have gone into more 
permanent war work or into the armed 
forcese — 

Canning jpuetlons will begin about 
August 1 and continue for about three 
months, 

If the crops are to be canned, a large! 
proportion of the packing procedure must 
be carried out by patriotic citizens who 
have not done this type of work before, 
The assistance of men and women is need- 

ed who could work full shifts, or speé- 
ified day or night part-time shifts (of 
four or five hours) on designated days 
each week; also, students of 16 years 
or over, teachers, and others who could 
devote part or all of their vacation to 
eaming. Each person should work as 
long as possible--as many days--as many 
weekse lhis is a real victory job, one 
in’ which wholehearted cooperation is 
urgent. 

It is an opportunity to earn extra 
money, too, lien's rates will vary from 
a winimun of 65¢ to »1.15 per hour, de- 
pending upon the type of work. Most of 
the work performed by women is paid for 
on a piece work basis--rates will be set 
to make possible an attractive average 
earning for any operation. Women hour- 
ly workers will be paid 70¢ per hour. 
Boys and girls sixteén years of age or 
-over will be paid on the same basic 
scale as adults.
